fabric weights. Baffles are of a netting specially woven to be light and strong; it .resists warping 

or spreading and holds tightly to the sew line. Synthetic threads are used throughout. All sleeping- 
bag zippers are oversize #7 molded nylon — lighter and more durable than metal. All our bags 
employ “differential cut,” meaning the inside shell is smaller than the outside — the same principle 
used in a vacuum bottle, namely a consistent, three-dimensional ۰۵۵۵0-۵1۳ space. The smaller 
inner shell prevents the sleeper from pushing through the insulating layer of down to the outer shell. 
No seams are sewn through the bag: inner and outer seams are offset at least half the width of a 
down tube. Zipper-draft tubes are large and fully protect this vulnerable area. Two baffle 
arrangements are used: slant wall and overlapping V-tube (see diagrams). Down fill is carefully 
measured by weight and distributed through the bag to an exact pattern. Meticulous attention to 
detail marks our bag construction, and we invite comparison with all others. 


GOOSEDOWN FILL: All our down-filled products contain Prime-graded down from North European š 
birds. “Prime” is a trade term, used by the importers and processors of our goose-down 
to indicate Select material. We rely on quality as much as on sheer poundage to gain maximum 
warmth. Quality in material and construction combine to produce a bag that’s light to carry and warm 
to sleep in. ZZ Z Z Z Wee box ZS ZS Z SZ Welapping Vtubes 
LOFT/TEMPERATURE RANGE: The thickness, or loft, of a sleeping bag is a rough indicator of the 
warmth it will give. Loft figures in this catalog are measurements of total thickness through 
the bag as it lies on the ground. Physical conditions and individual body-warmth vary, so 
temperature ranges given are, at best, an average. We want to emphasize that insulation from 
cold ground is most important, for neither goosedown nor differential construction are of any avail 
on the bottom. A foam or ensolite pad is recommended.

Candidly, we introduced the Omni as a concession to mummy-haters. It proved so 
versatile in its first year, and response was so warm, we've now given it serious 
design-attention. The new model offers many improvements. Pattern is re-cut to 
give more room through upper % of the bag, and baffles are re-spaced to 6” intervals 
(they were 8”). Differential cut has been added; down filling is increased: and a 
detachable hood is now available. This semi-rectangular bag is still meant for the 
backpacker — weight quite reasonable and packed size a neat 9”x19”. A pair of 
Omnis zipped together make an enormous double bag, with the zippers around the 
perimeter — a distinct advantage over two zipped-together mummies. For people 
with mountain cabins, the Omni can be used opened flat as a down quilt, covering a 
a double bed.

MATERIALS: All nylon fabrics and extra strong threads. All zippers are molded nylon; 
door zippers are #7 size, eliminating jamming or failure. 

CONSTRUCTION: Our tents are carefully constructed. All panels are joined ona 
double-needle machine using a lap-seam folder for the utmost strength. Catenary 
cuts are used in all side panels to eliminate sag, reducing flutter in wind. Lower side 
and end panels are all made of coated material to keep inside of tent dry. All 
attaching points use spur grommets and points of strain are reinforced. 

All tents are vented. 

SCREENDOORS: We take particular care in building our screendoors. They are sewn 
in along tent floor and zip up sides with pairs of nylon zippers. When screendoor 

is closed, nothing can fly or crawl inside. 

POLES: Aluminum angle poles all have shock-cord interiors. Sections cannot 
Separate, and poles are self-erecting. Poles are held by sleeves on tent, and bottom 
ends lock into grommet tapes. 

CARE AND PITCHING OF TENTS: Reasonable care will insure that you receive long 
and excellent service from your mountain tent. After a trip, we advise that you clean 
out the tent and thoroughly dry it before storing. Remove guylines and close doors 
before laundering. In use, take care to protect floor from sharp objects: watch for 
stones wedged into Vibram soles; remove boots if possible. Select a level site, with 
attention to direction of weather. Clear site of sharp objects. On snow, stamp out a 
good base to insure as hard and level a floor as possible. First step is to stake out 
the four corners squarely and with good tension. Insert poles in sleeves; lock base 
of poles into grommets, then pull up and securely peg out end-guys. Side-guys come 
next, adjusting to proper tension and best angle. Rainfly will secure onto main 
tent-guys; set loops into place quickly and properly. After a bit of practice, you will 
find pitching any of our tents a matter of a few minutes, once the site is prepared. 
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GLACIER 


Our finest tent for two persons and their equipment. The arrangement of catenary-cut 
wall panels and pullouts gives optimum interior space for the 712x414 foot floor area. 
The carefully cut walls stretch without sag or wrinkle. We have made a significant 
change in the Glacier this year by the addition of an alcove at the tunnel entrance. 
The alcove extends 28” along centerline of tent. With virtually no increase in weight, 
the floor space has been increased by 44 square feet. This extra storage area serves 
to increase the “living” space by freeing it of clutter. Glacier tent has two entrances: 
tunnel door at one end and zipper door at other. Superb ventilation is achieved by 
adjustment of these doors and the peak vent at tunnel end. Each entrance has a 
screen door which will keep out all insects and animals. Lower walls around tent 

are made of Nylport to a height of 12”. Flysheet overlaps these lower walls to make 
a very dry tent in all weather. Flysheet zippered at tunnel door. Zippered cookhole is 
standard equipment, as well as pocket attached to walls at each end of tent for 
small items.
